Dear Mr. Gluck: 

Your concern for having an uninterrupted supply of economical 
pickle liquor is valid. The steel mills are working at 40% of 
capacity at present. The likelihood of this percentage improving 
is not good in the next 6 months to a year. Eaglebrook Environ¬ 
mental until a few weeks ago was treading thin ice, so to speak, 
with pickle liquor. We came perilously close to running dry on 
several occasions. 

We have recently signed a long-term contract with Inland 
Steel Company, East Chicago, Indiana. This contract provides us 
ferrous chloride from a whole new source not previously available 
to the industry. We feel that the acquisition of Inland will as¬ 
sure us a steady supply of pickle liquor. 

Therefore, we propose the following: We will guarantee the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, an uninterrupted supply of pickle 
liquor, either ferrous sulfate or ferrous chloride, for an addi¬ 
tional year at the current contract terms. If you feel that this 
proposal is advantageous to your city, then please contact either 
Mr. C. Dan Hartman or Ronald D. Tenny at 322-2560.
